Hillsboro, III., Aug. 14.—[By the As- 
sociatéd Press.]—A delegation of strik- 
ing smelter workers from the plant 
of the American Zinc company at Tay- 
lor Springs, near here, departed to- 
night for Kankakee “to lay the case 
before the governor personally.” 

Operations were suspended a week 
ago today when about 300 men struck.
